A 
ph) her } with qa babe is a helpless 
womaa: The mother of-a fatherleas 
babe is the most, pitiful creature in 
life. That is why the illegitimate 
infant is delicate, why it so fre- 
quently dies in infancy, why it, is 
hurriedly placed in an institution or 
is adopted and -hayded /over to any 


person, however fit or unfit. who will ‘ 


take it. 

This new act, strikes at this very 
core of the problem, The Neighbor- 
Yhood Workers Association and. the 
Soeial Service Council of Optario. 


[committees of which, working in co- 


operation, have for two years been 
studying the question, submitted to 
the Ontario Government facts and 
recommendations upon which , the 
new act is very largely constructed. 

F. N. Stapleford, general secretary 
of the Neighborhood Workers’ Asso- 
cfatidn, \wnalyzes the new act as 
follows: 

In less than 10 per cent, of the 
cases {investigated by ‘us did the 
father of the child make any contri-. 
bution whatever towards its support. 

“The great majority of the moth- 
ers of these children are not of the 
vicious type, but are unprotected 
girls, not living at home but in cheap 
boarding places. 

“Mental weakness or defect is a 
strong factor in the institytion There 
aire many girls, still. children in 
mnki, whom. society has mot yet 
learned to protect, 

“In 1919, there were 429 {llegiti- 
mate births officially registered .in 
Toronto. This is well known to be 
an under-statement, for many more 
are not registered at all,while many 
are registered as illegitimate. At a 
careful estimate, we have set the 
figure at 700 to 800 a yedr in Tor- 
onto, © 

“The new act,” said Mr. Staple- 
ford, “‘provides for a provincial offi- 
cer Who shall represent the state. He 
shall be notified of all iNegitimate 
births. It shall be his duty to obtain 
all possible information with respect 
to every child born out of wedlock. 
and shall do anything necessary in 
the interests of the child, 

“Under the old law the child was 
debarred from all rights of inherit- 
ance, his mother had to initiate all 
proceedings in regard to securing 
support or proving paternity. The 
burden fell on the mother. And the 
mother usually being unable to bea 

at, the child became a charge on the 
community.” 

The procedure under the new act 
is as follows: “An order of affilia- 
tion” may be made upon the request 
of the mother. or of a friend, o7 
~uardian of the child, by anyone who 
yas supplied medical or other care 

, the mother or child, or by the 
provincial officer himself. 

This aff™liation order is secured 
through a judge. After the provin- 
cial officer has ebtained information 
as to the paternity of the child, the 
judge hears in his chambers, the evi- 
dence as to the paternity, and will de 
termine whether the man said to be 
the father is in fact the father. 

The father will then be ordered tc 
pay the provincial officer the reason- 
able expenses for the maintenance 
and care, medical or otherwise,\of 
the mother during the three months)}, 
preceding the birth and for as long

Dr. Manning has not been urging 
organic church union, but-.a broad 
Christian unity. — 

In lectures given last spring to an 
American college, Dr. Manning 
enumerated the evils resulting from 
present dissensions. 

“It is Christ's will that ‘s thwart- 
ed,” he declares, ‘‘it is Christ's power 
that is circumscribed, it is ‘Christ’s 
| promises that are discredited by the 
present condition of His Church. Our 
divisions are not only waste and war 
and weakness, they are sin.’’ . 

The question before u3, according 
to the new bishop, is not how did the 
divisions begin, but how may they 
be brbught to an end. In most quar- 
rels there are faults on both sides, 
jand so it has been with the quarrels 

among Christians. The question now 
is not as to the origin of schism, but 
‘as to the longer continuance of it. 

Each Christian communion is call- 
ed. upon, believes Manning to

‘}making schism or of helping,to per- 
‘| petuate it..There is no church on 
| }earth, Roman Catholic or Protestant, 
which is not a.sharer in this_‘sin.

If complete agreement in matters 
of faith were a pre-requisite for unity 
we might indeed despair, says the 
bishop, but unity imposes no such 
condition. We need to recognize 
more clearly that it is not so much 
agreement which produces unity as 
it is unity and fellowship which pro- 
duce agreement.

Machinery does iverething: taking 
the glass from the molten mass in the 
furnace, handling it automatically 
through all its ¢banges until it is de 
livered on n table. ready to be washed, 
cut and boxed for shipment. These 
machine made sheets have already 
been made as large as tive feet wide 
by ten feet long and apparently the 
size is limited only by the size of the 
machine,

GLOVES SCARCE AND COSTLY 


Many Reasons Why Supply Cannot Be | 
Made to Keep Pace With 
the Demand. j 


It is unfortunate that the fashion 
makers should have decided to have 
the sleeves of gowns short, the gloye 
men say. Large defhands are already. 
being made for the full lengths, six-" 
teen to twenty buttons. The French,

400 francs a dozen, with the hair. That 
was about $5 a goat.

E. denotes an erroneous view of 
statement. ; 

C. denotes correct explanations or 
statements of facts. 

BE. Lightning rods attract the elec- 
tric charge on the cloud and then 
allow the flash to travel down the 
system of lightning rods to the 
ground where it disappears. 

C. The rodding system forms a 
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earth and structure protected. The 
charges on the cloud and on the 


earth are of opposite polarity, and 
the induced charge on the earth or 
structure is quietly neutralized by 
the rodding system including the 
ground rod, the cable, and the points 
on the ridge. The neutralizing of the 
charge takes place in the form of an 
almost silent discharge from the 
points placed on the. ridge, or on 
prominences at various parts of the 
building. It is in thus “preventing” 
the sudden flash from the cloud that 
the chief efficiency of the rodding 
system consists, The system helps to 
avoid Gestruction by fires even in 
cases where a cannot be pre- 
vented, but these flashes arcalmost 
unheard of to-day witn the’ efficiers. 
rodding systems being installed by 
lightning rod dealers. “Rodding sys- 
tems properly installed do protect.” 
_. B. Any kind of rodding ‘‘system"” 
is satisfactory if the proper kind of 
rod or cable is used. It all depends 
on the rod. 

CG. Rather say any durable rod, 
copper over three ounces per foot, 
and iron 4% ounces per foot is good 
enough, “if properly installed.” Em- 
phasis cannot be too strongly laid on 
the “‘method” of installations, 

_ B, If the ground rod or cable is 
placed in the ground .a distance of 
pix feet, it is considered satisfactory. 

C. Ground rods must be down to 
perpetual moisture, or (where this is 
impossible) special arrangements 
must be. made to provide the best 
grounding, more ground rods being 
necessary and special advice must be 
sought as to the best method in cath 
spécial case. 

EB. A building with metal roof is 
safe from/ electrical discharges.

On Tuesday the cheese market had 
hardly recovered from its depressed 
stat. but as we had over 3300 boxes 
on hand and our warehouse space 
was filled, we sold 21% for No, 1 
white, and 22c¢ tor No, 1 colored. 
The buyer of the colored had a spe 
cial. order which accounted for the 
higher price at that sale. On Friday 
the market had a better tone and 
we obtained 22%4c for No, 1 white, 
and 22 1-16 for No, 1 colored, with 
No, 2 grade half a cent lower in 
each case. Following are the particu- 
lars of the two sales, Tuesday, 1839

at 21 1-3; 479 No. i colored at 22c;
